Pe HOO REHORT. 


SCHOOL NO. 1. 


Both terms taught by Flora E. Trussell. Miss T. is an able teach- 
er, and the school under her instruction made good advancement, 
and the thoroughness of the work made the schools a success. 


SCHOOL NO. 2. 


Only one term taught by Bertha M. Flanders. The school was a 
successful one. Good order and rapid advancement marked its 
course throughout. An arrangement was made with the school 
board of Orange, by which the pupils had the privilege of attending 
school ten weeks in that town. 


SCHOOL NO. 38. 


Both terms taught by Laura E. Bucklin. The summer term was a 
very successful one. The pupils showed a knowledge of what they 
had been over, which we often find wanting in our schools. Nine of 
the pupils were on the roll of honor. The second term was some- 
what broken up by the illness of the teacher, yet very fair improve- 
ment was made. 


SCHOOL NO. 4. 


First term taught by Amy L. Stevens, who met with success. Fall 
term taught by Willie M. Davis. This was Mr. D’s first term. The 
order was good, and the school appeared well at both our visits, but 
the improvement was not quite up to the average. 


SCHOOL No. 5. 


First term taught by Hattie M. Bullock, who had the active co- 
operation of the parents and the good will of the pupils; when such 
is the case a school must prove a success. Good improvement was 
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made in all branches taught. Second term taught by Bertha M. 
Flanders. The teacher labored hard for the welfare of her pupils, 
and we think, met with a fair degree of success. Ifa few of the 
larger boys had conducted themselves in a more orderly manner, it 
would have been better for themselves, pleasanter for the teacher, 
and more profitable for the school. 


SCHOOL NO. 6. 


Summer term taught by Jennie S. Barney, with the same good 
success that has attended all her schools. Winter term under the in- 
struction of Mary A. Baldwin. The attendance was rather irregular 
and the advancement accordingly. The teacher was well qualified 
and should say, judging from what we saw during our visits, that 
her ability to impart knowledge was good, and know of no reason 
why the attendance should not have been better. 


SCHOOL NO. 9. 


Summer term taught by Bertha M. Flanders. As theschool closed 
before it was intended, we did not visit it at the last of theterm. The 
school was doing well at the commencement. As all the district 
wanted Miss Flanders to return and teach the winter term, we con- 
sider it good evidence that the term was a successful one. Miss F. 
did not consider her health good enough to undertake so large a 
school, and Frankie E. Morse was hired for ten weeks. Miss Morse 
is a teacher of large experience, and well adapted to small pupils. 
Forty pupils attended this term, which, in our judgment, are more 
than one teacher can do justice to, when she has classes from the 
primer to advanced classes in arithmetic and grammar. All classes 
appeared to be thorough in what they had been over. The term was 
closed in a successful manner by J. W. Smith. 


SCHOOL NO. 10. 


Sadie E. Flanders was employed for the summer term, but after 
teaching six weeks was taken suddenly ill with pneumonia and died. 
Miss Flanders had gained the good will of her pupils, and was giving 
perfect satisfaction. Winter term taught by Mary E. Gifford. We 
were highly pleased with the closing examination. Marked im- 
provement was made in all branches studied. The advancement in 
this school during the past year will compare favorably with any in 
town. 


SCHOOL NO. 12. 
Summer term taught by Ella F. Childs, who was thorough in her 
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instruction, and insisted on maintaining good order. All who chose 
to come under her instruction were benefitted thereby. Fall term in 
charge of Val M. tlardy. The teacher was thoroughly acquainted 
with the school, and easily gained the good will of his pupils, The 
attendance was very good for this school. We consider the term a 
very profitable one. “ 


SCHOOL NO. 13. 


First term taught by Alice R. Ford. The teacher was well liked 
by parents and pupils. A few of the pupils seemed indifferent in 
regard to their studies. Unless pupils try to help themselves, the 
best of teachers cannot meet with full success. Second term taught 
by Grace A. Sargent, a teacher of large experience. We were very 
much pleased with the appearance of the school at both visits. The 
good order was especially noticeable. A class in mental arithmetic 
is deserving ot special mention. We would suggest to the parents 


to try and have the pupils more punctual in attendance. The large 
number of tardy marks makes a bad showing in the register.
